Powers of the Board of Public Works 


of the City of Los Angeles. 


Opinlsn of Thom & Ross and Benjamin Hayes, 
Esqs., May 1st, 1876. 


OPINION. 
At the last session of the Legisla­ 
ture of California was passed an Act 
commonly known as the “Amended 
Charter,” of the city of Los Angeles; 
subsequently, another Act entitled 
“An Act to create a Board of Public 
Workn in and for the city of Lon An­ 
geles,” (approved April 3d, 1876.) 
These Acts must be construed to­ 
gether, in order to draw safely the line 
of demarcation between the authority 
of the “Mayor and Council,” and 
that of the “Board of Public Works.” 
After a minute examination, no reason 
npiiears to exist for any antagonism 
between these two public bodies. It 
is believed that they may easily move 
on in harmony within their respec­ 
tive spheres, for the common good of 
the people whom they represent. 
I. 
THE COUNCIL. 
For the Council there is a wide field 
of useful legislation. It remains with 
the mass of the powers formerly held 
by it, aud which so largely affect im­ 
portant interests of the citizens and 
may be summed up as follows: 
1. “To purchase, hold and receive 
property, real or personal, within or 
without the limits of said city,” for 
any or all public or municipal objects 
as required for the protection, benefit 
and conveniences of said city aud its 
inhabitants,” (Amended Charter, Art. 
II., Sec. 2.) except for the Public 
Works. And subject to this exception, 
it also has the right of condemnation, 
according to said section and Art. VÍ-. 
2. To levy taxes for municipal pur­ 
poses. (Art. II., Sec. 3.) 
3. To sell, lease or otherwise dispose 
of municipal property. (Art II.,Sec. 4.) 
[The Public Works in charge of the 
Board, alone excepted.] 
4. To regulate licenses, and punish 
vagrancy. (Art. II., Sec. 5.) 
5. Toereate subordinate officers, for 
tiie efficient government of the city. 
(Art. II., Sec. 6.) [City Engineer, 
Street Superintendent, Zanjero and 
Superintendent of Parks excepted.] 
And further powers, under said 
Article and Section as follows: 
6. To prevent the introduction of 
contagious diseases. 
7. To secure the protection of per­ 
sons and property. 
8. To provide for the health, clean­ 
liness, ornament, peace and good or­ 
der. 
» 
9. To provide against nuisances. 
10. To maintain an efficient Fire 
Department. 
11. To regulate private market 
houses, slaughter houses, aud butcher 
shops. 
12. To district the city into three 
wards. 
13. To regulate gunpowder or other 
combu-itibles. 
14. To pay the debts, liabilities and 
expenditures, (in general,) of the city. 
15. To preserve the records and 
archives. 
18. To borrow money. (Art. IX., 
Sec. S.) 
17. To appoint a C erk. Art. IV., 
Sec. 2.) 
18. To appoint a Chief of Police, to 
hold office for two years. (Art. III., 
Sec. 1.1 
19. To appoint a Judge of theCify 
Court, to hold office for two years. 
(Art. V , Sec. 10.) 
20. To provide a hospital for those af­ 
fected with contagious diseases. (Art. 
IV., Sec. 1.) [The erection of such a 
hospital building would belong to the 
Board of Public Works.] 
21. To provide against the existence 
of all filth, garbage, and other injuri­ 
ous or iiieouvenient matter, within or 
along streets, side-walks anil cross­ 
walks, private lots, yards and prem­ 
ises. Art. IV.. Sec. 1.) 
[Every tiling pertaining to the 
zanjas—the care of them and of the 
purity of the water, as well as their 
construction, etc.—is given to the 
Board.] 
22. To provide for the custody of 
prisoners, and the government, man­ 
agement and control of a city jail. 
(Art. IV., Sec. 1.) 
[That is to say, in its internal econ­ 
omy—the construction &c. belonging 
to tiie Board.] 
23. To establish and regulate salary, 
fees and compensation of city officers. 
(Art. IV., Sec. 1.) 
[Those provided for the Board ex­ 
cepted.] 
24. To control and manage all mu­ 
nicipal lands. (Art. IV7., Sec. 1.) 
[Except such as are necessary for 
the objects specified in sections one 
and two of the Act creating the 
Board.] 
25. To provide forsurveys of blocks, 
streets or lands within the limits of 
said city, (Art. IV., Sec. 1.) “und to 
declare such surveys official” (ib) 
[This does not conflict with the 
power of the Board to make all such 
surveys, in the execution of their 
particular duties, which surveys will 
be binding on the Council.] 
26. To make all laws, rules and reg­ 
ulations, necessary to carry out the 
other powers granted to the Council. 
(Art. IV., Sec. 1.) 
This summary may suffice for illus­ 
tration, omitting some powers inci­ 
dental to all municipal corporations, 
such as to have a corporate seal, &c. 
It must not be forgotten, that land 
•and water, and all property, vested in 
the corporation, are heid merely in 
trust for the inhabitants, which trust 
must be executed in the manner and 
by the officers directed by the Legis­ 
lature, (Hart vs. Burnett, 15. Cal. 530, 
and all the authorities.) 
II. 
THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 
Thl9 Board consists of three members, 
holding office for three years; ap­ 
pointed by the Governor, until the 
next municipal election, eacli giving 
a bond in $50,000, for the faithful per­ 
formance of his official duties, to be 
approved by the District Judge of the 
Seventeenth Judicial District. After 
qualifying, they are required to meet 
anil draw lots for the terms of one, 
two and three years; the member 
holding for the short term, to go out 
at the next municipal election, and 
his place to he filled at that election. 
At each annual municipal election 
subsequent to t hat of 1876, one mem­ 
ber is to be elected, who is to hold 
office for three years. The compen­ 
sation of its members, is the same 
as that of Supervisors of Los Angeles 


county, for every day spent in official 
duty. The members of the Board aud 
City Engineer, are prohibited, under 
pain of felony, to be interested in any 
contract let under the provisions of 
the Act. 
The Board organized on April 27th, 
1876.Among its powers are these1 
To appoint a Secretary and a City 
Engineer, (who shall be ex-officio 
Street Superintendent.) 
To fill vacancies in its own body. 
To have full and complete control 
over all the city officers, (the City At 
torney alone excepted,) so far as is 
necessary to carry out the objects oí 
the Act. 
To draw directly upon the City 
Treasury for all moneys expended 
under this Act, by audited warrants of 
the Board, signed by its Chairman 
and Secretary. 
To keep a lull record of Its proceed­ 
ings, and its accounts. 
The essential grant of authority, is 
comprehended in sections one and 
two, to wit: 
SECTION ONE. 
“A Board of Public Work9 in and 
for the City of Los Angeles is hereby 
created and established, the said 
Board to consist of three members, 
whose powers and duties shall lie 
First, to have complete and exclu­ 
sive control over aud management of 
the construction, repairs and main­ 
tenance of all zanjas, dams, bridges, 
streets, sewers, alleys, gas ami gas 
works, water and water works, public 
parks aud buildings, and all other 
public works, and of every thing per­ 
taining thereto.” 
Second, to have the exclusive power 
to contract for the construction aud 
repairs of all public works embraced 
within the provisions of this Act, and 
complete control over the expendi­ 
ture of ail monies expended for the 
purposes in this Act contemplated. 
SECTION TWO. 
“All ppwer and control over and 
management by the Mayor and Coun­ 
cil of eacli, every and all the subjects 
enumerated in this Act, is hereby an­ 
nulled, vacated and set aside, and the 
same vested exclusively in the Board 
of Public Works hereby created and 
established.” 
It is to he observed in passing, that 
as to gas and gas works, water and 
water works, or any other improve­ 
ment in respect to which contracts 
may now exist between the city and 
individuals, this Board cannot regu­ 
late their use, improvement and de­ 
velopment, farther than to see that 
such contracts 9hall be fulfilled. 
Some modifications of the general 
grants of power to the Council by the 
Amended Charter, have been already 
indicated, and the subjects of them 
pointed out, which now devolve upon 
the Board of Public Works. 
See ante Council, uuder the follow­ 
ing numbeis: 
I. Purchase or condemnation of 
lands for public works. 
3. Sale etc. of municipal lands. 
5. Creation of officers. 
II. Market houses. 
20. Hospital. 
21. Zanjas. 
22. City Jail. 
23. Salaries etc. of officers. 
24. Control of municipal lands. 
25. Surveys of streets or other sub­ 
jects pertaining to the Board, are 
binding on the Council. 
A close inspection of the Amended 
Charier, exhibits more clearly the 
powers of which the Council has been 
divested and those now possessed by 
the Board. 
I. ZANJAS, DAMS, WATER AND WATER 
WORKS— IRRIGATION. 
(Am. Char. Art. IV, Sec. 1.) 
“ To provide the city with good and 
wholesome water and to that end and 
for that purpose, may exercise, use, 
enjoy and carry out, in the name of 
the corporation, any and ail measures 
requisite and necessary therefor, pow­ 
er to perform which is giveu said cor­ 
poration by the provisions of Section 
two of article two of this Act.” 
The entire matter of irrigation, be­ 
longs to the Board. 
It will necessarily have control over 
all receipts from the existing irriga­ 
tion system, or any that may be adopt­ 
ed as best suited to the wants of the 
inhabitants. 
It will have “ the right to develop, 
economize, use and utilize all waters 
flowing beneath the surface in the bed 
of said river (Los Angeles) at any 
point or points” 
“ from its source 
or sources to the intersection of said 
river with the southern boundary of 
said city. (Am. Char. Art. II, 8ec. I.) 
It wiil have the right of condemna­ 
tion, provided for in the last mention­ 
ed section, the same granted in Art. 
II, Sec. 2, eighth clause, that is to say, 
“ to condemn any and all property re­ 
quired to he taken therefor, in the 
manner hereinafter provided.” (Am. 
Char. Art. VI,) “ or a* otherwise pro­ 
vided for tiy law. (Code of Civil Pro- 
ceedure, Vol. 2, Tit. VH.) 
It will have the control and man­ 
agement of any property acquired by 
the city for ‘ water works, dams, res­ 
ervoirs, ditches, canals, and other 
means to supply the City and its in­ 
habitants with water for the purposes 
of domestic use and of Irrigation, and 
to distribute such water either in zan­ 
jas, ditches, pipes, or otherwise, into, 
upon, and over the lands within the 
limits of said ciiy, or for either of said 
purposes (Art. II, Sec. 2.) 
It will have the exclusive control of 
the Zanjero, and over his appoint­ 
ment. 
See “ Sewers,” post. 
II. STREETS, ALLEYS, BRIDGES. 
(Am. Char. Art. IV, Sec. 1.) 
“ To lay out and open public streets 
within said city, at such time and in 
such manner as to it shall seem prop­ 
er; to vacate, to extend, widen and 
improve the same;” with the right of 
condemnation, according to Art. II, 
Sec. 2, above referred to. 
The lines of streets must be exclu­ 
sively determined by the Board. 
See further. Am. Char, Art. VII,— 
“ of streets, their grades and improve­ 
ments,”—especially Sections 1, 19, 26. 
Also Art. IX, Sec. 6, and Section 2, 
of said article, as to the liability of 
officers for wilful neglect of duty, on 
account of the condition of “ any zan­ 
ja, sewer, cesspool, street, side walk, 
or public ground.” 
Also, Art. IV, Sec. 1, as to surveyu, 
ante p. 5, 8.III. “ SEWERS.” 
(Am. Char. Art. IV7, Sec. 1.) 
“ To lay out and construct, change 
and alter sewers, drains, zanjas, water 


ditches and canals in said city, or 
without the limits of said city, wheu 
required to conduct the sewage flow 
ing into the sewers, to cesspools or 
other placesof deposit thereof, or when 
required to conduct the water used, or 
to be used for irrigation, into and upon 
the lands within or without the limits 
of said City,” with all incidental pow­ 
ers.See Art. VII, Sec. 28. 
IV. GAS AND GAS WORKS. 
(Am. Char. Art. IV, Sec. 1.) 
“ To provide for lighting the streets 
and public buildings belonging to the 
City, with gas, or light from the use 
of any other material or substance, 
and to that end and for that purpose, 
may exerciee, use, enjoy aud carry out 
in the name of said corporation, any 
and ail means requisite and necessary 
therefor, power to perform which is 
given by the provisions of said section 
two of article two of this Act.” 
V . “ PUBLIC PARKS, BUILDINGS AND 
OTHER PUBLIC WORKS.” 
(Am. Char. Art. IV, Sec. I.) 
“ To provide for the erection of a 
City Jail, House of Correction aud 
Work House, or either.” 
See enumeration of Public Works, 
Am. Char. Art. II, Sec. 2; all of which 
devolve upou the Board. 
Upon the whole, means appear to be 
ample, provided by the laws, for exe­ 
cuting the several powers entrusted to 
this Board, not the least among such 
means being some of the faculties 
which the Council continues to enjoy, 
for example, to levy taxes, to borrow 
money, and others that might be used 
to accomplish any measure of im­ 
provement desirable for the city, the 
disusi r of which, without sound reasou, 
would be an abuse of discretion and a 
breach of official duty, which is not to 
be anticipated. 
The funds in the City Treasury, for 
the several branches of Public Works, 
cannot be applied to other purposes 
of the City Government; and out of 
the same, by section eight of the Act 
of April 3, 1876, it is made the duty of 
the City Treasurer to pay all the draf:* 
of the Board, for expenditures under 
that Act. For the discharge of this 
duty, he is responsible upon his own 
official bond. 
It is not easy to define precisely the 
iind or extent of aid many of the oth­ 
er City officers can give to the Board, 
when called upon for services, as they 
may be, under section one, third clause 
of th • Act. Such services cannot be 
lawfully refused. It may even he 
within the competency of the Mayor, 
as " Executive officer of the corpora­ 
tion,” to see that, in proper cases, obe­ 
dience is given to the Board. (Am. 
Char. Art. V, Sec. 1.) 
* 
This Board can appoint very few 
officers. The Act manifestly contem­ 
plates, that it shall have the co-ope­ 
ration of all other members and offi­ 
cers of the corporation, of which the 
Board is an integral part, to all in­ 
tents and purposes as much as if its 
peculiar machinery had originally 
been worked into the charter, in fact, 
this special Act is but in the nature of 
an amendment to the charter. Art. 
IV, Sec. 30 of the Constitution author­ 
izes the formation of municipal corpo­ 
rations, by special act; it follows nec­ 
essarily, that they can be amended, 
in the same manner. 
III. 
THE CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION. 
Upon the points decided in a case ia 
Illinois, another in Michigan, and the 
late case of People vs. Lynch, in our 
Supreme Court, a doubt has been 
founded of the constitutionality of the 
Act now under consideration, not­ 
withstanding that the facts of those 
cases have no resemblance to the pres­ 
ent one, and that it is by no means 
clear, that our Supreme Court has de­ 
cided any tiling more than is expressed 
in the first proposition of the opinion 
of Chief Justice McKinstry, in accord­ 
ance with Art. XT, Sec. 13 of our Con­ 
stitution, substantially, that a street 
assessment, like any*other tax, not 
equal and uniform, is void. Judges 
Wallace and Rhodes concur with 
him, on this proposition, aud no other. 
Judges Crockett and Niles concur, in 
silence as to the reasons; and properly 
under the circumstances, can be held 
only to tiie above stated proposition, 
which wa9 sufficient to reverse the de­ 
cision below in favor of the right of 
the Legislature to legalize such an 
unconstitutional assessment. 
In his elaborate opinion, the Chief 
Justice presents a new theory of con­ 
stitutional construction, tending some­ 
what to limit the power of the Legis­ 
lature over the discretion of the Coun­ 
cil of a city, in local legislation. 
Granting that a majority of the Court 
so held—which is far from being cer­ 
tain—and that while the Council is 
left to legislate on a particular subject, 
the Legislature may not legislate 
within the city, on the same matter. 
No such point can arise under : lie Act 
creating this Beard, which really does 
not interfere with adiaereGonexisting 
over matters which the Council is 
competent to act upon, hut in fact, 
takes away all discretion, and vests the 
same in auother class of city officers, 
over a certain branch of legislation. 
By this disposition of the Legislature, 
the municipal independence (so to 
speak) is preserved intact; the corpo­ 
ration has lost none of its rights, even 
if its local government may be a little 
more complicate or at first appear 
somewhat strange and out of the old 
routine, or (if you will) defective. It 
will scarcely be held that the Supreme 
Court has intended in People vs Lynch 
to deny the power of the Legislature 
absolutely to abrogate, or in its own 
discretion, to amend and alter the 
charter of a municipal corporation. 
The dissenting opinion of Judge 
Rhodes, to the second aud third pro­ 
positions of the Chief Justice, is wor­ 
thy of attention, as showing what has 
been the course of decision in this 
State, an<l mo9t probably reflects the 
actual opinion of the majority of his 
learned associates: 
“I am unable to concur with Mr. 
Justice McKinstry, in the conclusions 
announced under the second and third 
grounds discussed by him.” 
“Some of the positions laid dowu 
by him might, perhaps, with pro­ 
priety, have been accepted and ap­ 
plied at the commencement of the 
judicial history of the State, as sound 
rules and meaning in the construc­ 
tion of our constitution, and others, 
perhaps, are deserving of a place in 
the instrument itself.” 
“But at an early day a different con­ 
struction was adopted in respect to the 
power which the Legislature might 
exercise over municipal corporations, 
and la respect io persons ana property 
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within their Territorial limits, until 
now many and valuable interests are 
held which had their origin in and 
are now dependent on such construc­ 
tion; and, in my judgment, that con­ 
struction ought nut to be changed, ex­ 
cept upon more cogent reasons than 
are presented in this case.” 
This case furnishes an elegant “Ar­ 
gument" with which the best intellect 
may occupy itself pleased and in­ 
structed: evidently it is not to be 
treated as a final judgment, to deter­ 
mine and govern ail the political re­ 
lations of municipalities toward the 
State. 
The only provisions of the Constitu­ 
tion of tiim 8’ale, concerning incorpo­ 
rated cities, are tiie following: 
Art. i V., .lee. 37. 
“ It shall i*e the duty of the Legis­ 
lature to provide for the organization 
of cities and incorporated villages, 
aud to restrict their powers of taxa­ 
tion, assessment, borrowing money, 
contracting debts, and loaning their 
credit, so as to prevent abuses in as- 
eessments and in contracting debts by 
such municipal corporations.” 
Art. Xr,. Sec. 9. 
“ Each county, town, city, and In­ 
corporated village shall make provi­ 
sion for the support of its own officers, 
subject to such restrictions and regu­ 
lations as the Legislature may pre­ 
scribe. 
See Art. IV. Sec. 30, ante p. 12. 
Otherwise that instrument is silent, 
upon the particular forms of the mu­ 
nicipal governments, or the powers 
that may be conferred upon their vari­ 
ous officers. 
These matters belong to the Legis­ 
lature to determine, as it may deem 
best, according to the diversified in­ 
terests and condition of each commu­ 
nity. Thi9 proposition, in the same 
or equivalent language, has always 
been maintained iu this State, by the 
Courts. Justice Field (Bianding vs. 
Burr, 13 Cal., 343.) says: 
“ It is only for the convenient ad­ 
ministration of the Government -that 
the State is divided into counties, 
cities and towns. These political sub­ 
divisions are mere instrumentalities, 
with powers more or less enlarged, 
according to the requirements of the 
oublic. These powers are subject to 
ye increased, restricted, or repealed, 
at the will of the Legislature, accord­ 
ing to the varying circumstances of 
the State.” 
Often the long enjoyment of suc­ 
cess, even on the narrow theatre of lo­ 
cal politics, begets a confidence that 
treats office as a species of property— 
“a vested right.” An eminent judge 
has remarked: 
“ The proposition is an absurd one, 
that political power conferred by the 
Legislature can become a vested 
right, as against the Government, in 
any individual or body of men.” 
Nelson, J.,People vs. Morris, 13 Wend. 
325.)“ The powers conferred on a muni­ 
cipal corporation are not in the na­ 
ture of a compact. They are subject 
o repeal or modification, at the will 
of the legislative oower.” 
(Gases 
cited 1 Brighttey’s Dig., p. 186. Sec. 
107,) Dillon on Corporations 72, and 
authorities there cited. 
Although as early as the year 1850, 
a general law of California essayed to 
establish a uniform system of city 
government, modifications of its es­ 
sential features Became necessary in 
all the cities, from time to time. This 
has repeatedly happened to the city 
of Los Angeles—through special Acts 
—in the years 1851, 1852, 1854, 1856, 
1859, 1862; again, iu 1874; then agaiu 
by the “Amended Charter” of the 
present year. 
By the Act creating this Board, we 
have merely another change of the 
municipal government, a re-distribu­ 
tion of that aggregate authori ty which 
the ¡State has been willing to delegate 
to tiie corporation, over its citizens 
and their property; this to be exer­ 
cised through two distinct elective 
organizations of officers, iu their rela­ 
tions each so far independent of the 
other and so limited within its own 
province, that one cannot usurp the 
functions of the other. 
The local 
governmen: lias been re-modeled by 
the sovereign, tiiat is all. 
The menUier» of the Board are city 
officers, like the members of the 
Council, I heir powers respectively all 
derived from the common fountain of 
municipal authority and muuicipal 
privileges—the Legislature. 
Both for their public conduct are re­ 
sponsible to the people,and one is held 
to the faithful performance of duty by 
an additional heavy pecuniary obliga­ 
tion. The fact that the Board com­ 
mences its career under appointment 
fairly cannot affect the question more 
than the circumstance that the Judge 
of the City Court and Chief of Police, 
according to the amended charter, are 
also to be appointed—this being the 
legislative will; or that, in the form­ 
ation of new counties and judicial 
districts, the State courts have to be 
organized in the same way. 
This power to regulate these public 
holies Is said to he inherent in its na­ 
ture in the Legislature, when not re­ 
strained by the Constitution (10 How. 
U. 8.534.) We have seen that there 
is no such restraint in our Constitu­ 
tion, and that the case of the People 
vs. Lynch has made no encroachment 
upon this paramount authority of the 
Legislature. 
The principle upou 
which it rests, indeed, will he found 
to be sustained throughout the Union. 
The principle itself and the applica­ 
tion of it are illustrated iu 16 How. U. 
S. 369. 380: 
“Public or municipal corporations 
are established for the local govern­ 
ment of towns or particular districts. 
The special powers conferred upon 
them are not vested rights, as against 
the State, hut being wholly political, 
exist only during the will of the gen­ 
eral Legislature; otherwise there 
would be numberless petty govern­ 
ments existing within the State and 
forming part of it, but independent of 
the control of the sovereign power. 
Such powers may at any time be re­ 
pealed or abrogated, either by a gen­ 
eral law operating upon the whole 
State or by a special Act altering the 
powers of the corporation.” 
Our conclusion is that the Act it 
constitutional.
